BOSCIA interviewed and stated 
revolver given him by J, ( EDGAR HOOVER.. AUSA, Chicago, 
declined prosecution of BOSCIA under Title 18, Section 351, 
US Code (Congressional Assassination Statute), since no 
threats made. BOSCIA taken into custody by Chicago Police 
Department and charged locally with Failure to Register a 
Firearm and Unlawful Use of a Weapon. Appeared in local 
court 6/3/72, and remanded to Chicago State Hospital for 
psychiatric exam with rehearing scheduled 6/20/72. On 
6/5/72, he was diagnosed as organic brain syndrome psy- 
chosis, associated with cerebral arterioseterosis. As a 
result of formal medical hearing on 6/13/72, he was 
committed to Chicago Read Mental Hospital, Chicago, 
Illinois, for treatment.

On June 2, 1972, BOSCIA was taken into custody by 
the Chicago Police Department and charged with Failure to 
Register a Firearm and Unlawful Use of a Weapon. 

On June 20, 1972, records of the Chicago Police 
Department were reviewed and they reflect that on June 3, 1972, 
BOSCIA appeared in Branch 27, Circuit Court of Illinois, Chicago, 
Illinois, charged with Failure to Register a Firearm and Unlawful 
Use of a Weapon. BOSCIA was scheduled for rehearing on June 20, 
1972, and was remanded to Chicago State Hospital for psychiatric 
examination. On June 5, 1972, BOSCIA was afforded a psychiatric 
examination with the following diagnosis: 

"Organic Brain Syndrome Psychosis, associated 
with cerebral arteriosclerosis. This is an elderly 
man who, due to the progressing arteriosclerotic 
changes in the brain, has become paranoid. He feels 
that the world, including some of his relatives, are 
against him and he strikes out accordingly." 

As a result of a formal medical hearing on June 13, 
1972, BOSCIA was committed to the Chicago Read Mental Hospital, 
Chicago, Illinois. The records further reflect that BOSCIA, 
number 403 028 H, has the following Chicago arrest record:
